‘3 PLAYER AT BAT DIES 


When Hit by 


INSTANTLY OF LICK 


Pitched Ball 


Macon, Ga., July 13.—)—Ray- 


mond (Pete) Mann, 23, of Terre 
Haute, Ind., sensational] third baseman 
for the local club of the South At- 
lantie association, was struck over the 
heart by .a pitched ball and instantly 
killed here this afternoon in the last 
half of the third inning of a game with 
Asheville. 

Tom Farrell, playing his first year 
in professional baseball, was pitching 
at the time. 

The third baseman was second up, 
following Tom Angley, Macon catcher, 
who had singled and was. taking a big 
lead off first. With the score nothing 
to nothing, the Asheville catcher sig- 
nalled the pitcher for wide balls in an 
effort to catch the runner off the bag. 
Mann let two such offerings go by. 

On the third ip he appeared to 
“step into the ball,” an inshoot, in an 
apparent effort to sacrifice. The 
sphere struck him in the chest just be- 
low the heart and he dropped to the 
ground. Physicians said he must 
have died instantly. The game was 
immediately called off. 

A coroner's jury, investigating the 


death of Mann, exonerated Farrell, 
The verdict of the jury reads: 
“Raymond Mann came to his death 
by being accidentally hit by a baseball 
pitched by Tom Farrell, of the Ashe- 
ville team.” 
Mann came here last summer from 


Terre Haute, where his parents re- |

Wilhoit Bill Successful 
After Stormy Passage;

Wins by Slim Margin of 
One Vote.

The Wilhoit gasoline tax bill, pro- 
viding for monthly instead cf quar- 
terly payment of gasoline tux by dis-| 


nual saving to the state of $15,000, 
passed the house Wednesday, but only 
after a lengthy and stormy dtscussion, 
precipitated by an objéction which had 
hot been raised in debate. At final! 
roll call on the measure the bill pass- 
ed—104 to 90—with a single vote to | 
spare. Representative Wilhoit, author | 
of the measure, gave notice immediate- 
ly after the vote was annouace! that 
he would ask for reconsideration in 
order to incorporate the features de- 
manded Wednesday morning. 

The opponents of the bill, led by 
Representative Lindsey, of DeKalb, 
expressed their disapproval of the pas- 
sage of the measure in asserting that, 
under present laws, one-thicd of the, 
revenue arising from the gasoline tax, 
amounting to 1.116 cents per gallon, | 


instead of one cent, as provided. 
Speakers in favor of the bill 
offered, countered witn the assertion 
that the allocation of one-third was 
made when the gasoline tar was three 
cents per gallon, and’ that when the 
tax was increased to three end one- 
half cents per gallon, the additional 
one-half cent was given to the gen- 
eral construction fund and the portion 
to be given the counties not affected. 
More than a score of the members ask- 
ed that their vote on the bill be 
changed after numerous speakers had 
attacked this provision of the bill. 
House members took up the three 
minutes allotted to them for expla- 
nation of their vote on the Wilhoit 
measure, stating that the bill in its 
original form appears to take away 


from counties the one cent per gallon 
previously allocated co them for coun- 
ty roads and put these funds in the 
general treasury. The Whlhoit bill 
specifically allocates two and one-haii 
cents of the three and one-half cent 
gasoline tax to state-aid nighway con- 
struction and makes no mention of the 
county revenue.

Senator Burgin, of the twenty- 
fourth district, introduced a 
constitutional amendment measure 
Wednesday that will, if submitted 
and ratified, cure a serious ob-

13.—Bobby Jones has taken St. 
Andr by storm. 

The historic old royal and 
ancient golf club has capitu-* 
lated - unconditionally to the 
super-golf and modest charm of 
the young American. 

American flags fly over the 
clubhouse and there is not a 
loyal Englishman or Scot who 
would give tappence for the 
chances of one of his countrymen 
in the British open championship 
from now on, . 

Having shot his first round 
in an incomparable 68—five 
strokes better than par for the 
course— Jones leads the cham- 
pionship field and is considered 
certain to defend successfully the 
title he won last year. 

Never before has the cham- 
pion of British open, golf spread- 
eagled his field as Bobby did 
this hot, sultry day. His 68, 
which came despite early diffi- 
culties, equaled the course rec- 
ord made in a tournament of less 
importance by George Duncan. 

This is the first time in his 
golfing career that the young

discharge him at will. Provision is 
made for the appointment also.of a 
bridge engineer who also would be 
employed with the agreement that he 
can be discharged at any time if work 
done is not satisfactory to the com- 
mission. 


Funds in Treasury. 


All funds derived from the state 
gasoline tax and from the sale of 
license tags would be placed in the 
state treasury. These funds would 
still be at the disposal of the state 
highway department but under radicel- 
ly different plans from the one now 
used. The various road projects ap- 
proved by the commission under the 
new bill

can only be drawn out on warrants 
signed by both the governor and the 
comptroller general, just as other war- 
rants for state funds are signed. 

Names of the members of the lezis- 
lature who will introduce the bill have 
not been made public, but several lead- 
ers of both branches have been in con- 
ference with the governor concerning 
the measures and will sign their names 
to the bill when presented. 

Governor Hardman declared Wed- 
nesday that the bill carries the ideas 
for reorganization he expressed in his 
message to the legislature. After he 
presents his plans for the reorganiza- 
tion of the highway department he will 
take up preparation of bills having 
effect on other departments. The next 
department to be considered will be 
the state banking department, in all 
probability. 

Following is the text of the new 
bill:
